Hiſtory of 7raly, do know, that Piſa was for- 
merly a very powerful Common-wealth, that 
it flouriſhed in Trade and Commerce, and 
that there were a great many wealthy Cit: 
Zens belonging to it; There needs no other 
proof of this, than what we read, that upen 
a certain occaſion, a hundred of the Citizens 
equip'd each of them a Gally at their own 
Charges, which they maintained during al

Monte, not knowing how to Imploy 
it to advantage elſewhere , let it there re- 
tnain, contenting themfelves-with three per 


cent, inftead of four per cent. which they had 
before. So that by this means every one 


concerned loſt a fourth part of their yearly 
Income, and the Chamber got I know not 
how many Milions of Crowns yearly by this 
Retrenchment of one per cent. 


It is almoſt incredible the Immenſe Sams 
the Pope hath raiſed by retrenching of ſo ma- 
ny ſuperfluous Expences, and extinguiſhing 
cveral Offices, to which great Salleries were 
paid by the Eccleſiaſtical Chamber , and by 
divers other means. Thoſe who are well in- 
formed in thefe matters, do for certain affirm, 
that all the Subſidies which the Pope hath re- 
mitted to the Emperour, and King of Poland, 


| to carry on the War againſt the Tarks, are 


not the thirtieth part of the Money which he 


hath Treaſured up ; although likewiſe he 
| bath pay'd many Debts., of the Chamber , 
-| Which were not very chargeable upon the 
| Montes,

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I ought not here to omit relating, that the 


Inns, eſpecially in Txſcany, in Romania, and | 


between Rome and Naples , are very ſordid 
and incommodious; one may give a pretty 
good gueſs at the prodigious Wealth belong, 
ing to the Clergy in the Kingdom of Nap! 
by the great quantity of Plate, Veſſels, and 
Statues of Silver in the Churches, and by the 
Riches and Magnificent Furniture of their 
Habitations, and Veſtments of the Prief,, 
One may upon the whole Matter make this 
Important Reflection, That if the King of 


Spain doth not think of ſome Expedient, to | 


hinder the Clergy from Increaſing their Eſtates 
1n Lands, which they do daily, they willin 
a vay little time become Maſters of the 
greateſt part of the Kingdom of 1Vaples ; for 
they are already poſſeſſed of more than the 
half of the Lands of that Kingdom, belides 
the. other vaſt profits they make continually 
ander pretence of Service to the Church, for 
their Maſſes, Bnildings, Burials, Marriages, 
Confeſſions , and by their /nd#/gences, and ti 
Legacies left them by Will, 


Tho theſe are Remarks made in halt, yet 
they may be of uſe ro the Author, 


I know ſeveral very pleaſant Stories of the 


TFeſuits at Naples, The Prince of "2 jp 
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' gave them the Moiety of a great Houſe 


which he had at Naples, and thereupon an In- 
ſcription was Engraven in Capital Letters 
upon the Fronteſpiece of the Houſe, of the 
Donation thereof given to the eſairs by the 
faid Prince ; within theſe few years the FJe- - 
ſits have turn'd the Heres of the Prince of 
Salerme (out of polleſſion of the other Moiety 
of the ſard Houſe, and have defaced the In- 
ſcription upon the Houſe; and all this they 
have done by Colour 'of Law and Juſtice, 


- Upon the firſt Eſtabliſhment of the Society of 


feſuits, the Carthaſians of Naples, who are 
very Rich, voluntarily afſigned them a yearly 
Pexfion of ſeveral thouſand Dxcats; but the 
Carthxſians perceiving that of late years, ſe- 
reral of the feſwits were grown mighty Rich, 
tefolved to withdraw the ſaid Penſfon ; the 
feuits hereupon went to Law with them, 
and obtained Sentence, that the ſaid Perſon 
ſhould be continued. The Jeſ#its have got 
avery conſiderable part of the Lands of the 
Nobility of the Kingdom of Naples. All the 
Religions, of what Order ſoever they be, who 


faveHouſes at Waples, have the Priviledge of 


purchaſing all Houſes that are contiguous ta 
tem on the one ſide or the other, to the very 


Jf£nd of the Street, in order to make their 
Houſes entire, and to ſtand alone like an
